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FORTY DEAD BODIES HAVE 80 FAR 
BEEN RECOVERED. 


Hundreds of Others More or Less Seri- 


ously Injured—Twenty-five Miles cf 
the Southern ‘Railway Submerged and 


Stations Isolated by the Inundations— 
Relief Work—Other Casnalties. 


MADRID, Sept. 15.—-The province of Toledo 
has been swept by a violent storm and mach 
damage has been done to property. Large 
tracts of country have been floodedd and 
many lives have been lost. Forty corpses so 
far have been recovered, and in addition 
many hundreds of people have been more or 
less severely injured, 

Twenty-five miles of the Southern Rallway 
track is submerged,. The stations at Tem- 
bleque and Villacanas are isolated amid the 
swollen waters. 

Relief trains bave been dispatched from 


Alcagar and Aranjues. 

The town of Villa-Canas was devasted by 
floods and a large numder of lives lost. 
Heavy rains fell in the province. and the 
town, whieh is situated on rather low 
ground, was inundated. The people had no 
thought of danger. though the many small 
streams in the vicinity uf the town were rap- 
idly swelling and threatening to overflow 
their banks. 

Late last night, when most of the inhabi- 
tants had reti the waters from the hills, 
where there had probably been a cloud 
poo swept down on the doomed town, 
carryibg away almost everything itn its 
— uge trees that had been torn bodily 
rom the ground were taken with the rushing 
waters, and were huried with frightful vio- 
lence against the Fouses in the path of the 
on-rushing tide. These trees acted as dat - 
tering rams, and Carried houses before them. 
So sudden was the catastrophe that the 
affrighted people had no chance of saving 
themselves. 

Men and women awakened from sound 
sleep by the tottering of the dwellings, fran- 
tically rushed to windows and leaped 
out, only to be engulfed in the 
water that was now hissing and 
seething about the falling houses. Other 
houses that escaped being demolished by the 
floating debris were rapidly undermined by 
the waters, and in many cases collapsed be- 
fore their occupants could leave them. The 
masses of wreckage going down on the flood 
in some instances offered a means of escape 
to persons whc would otuerwise have been 
drowned. 

en, women, and children clutching in the 
darkness for anything that would support 
them grasped the trees and other floating 
wreckage and were carried to places of 
safety. A large number of lives were saved 
inthis manner. Ina number of cases the 
persons thus saved were very badly injured, 
— itis probable that many of them will 
die. 

The bolies have been found of several 
women who had apparently made heroic 
efforts to save themselves and their children. 
In ons place a handsome young woman was 
found withan infant cla¢ped to her breast 
with one hand, while with the other hand 
sheheld thehandofa little boy. All were 
dead and there was nota mark upon them. 

It is positively known that forty persons 
were drowned, and it is belleved that the bo- 
Giles of many others are buried under the 
ruins of their homes. It is thought that the 
Government will have to extend aid tothe 
town. Ine pesos are 60 stricken by the dis- 
aster that they display no concern over the 
loss of their relatives or property, and assis- 
tance will have to be given them until they 
recover from the blow. 


STEAMER NAIFA SUR. 

Loxpox, Sept. 15.—A collision between two 
steamships, which happily did not result in 
loss of life, took place last night off tue Sov- 
ereign Lightship. A large passenger steam- 
er, name unknown, ran into and sank the 
Danish steumer Naifa, which was a short 


distance off the Sovereign light. Instead of 
coming to and seeing if she could be of any 
ussistance to the vessel she had run into, the 
a*senger steamer, after the crash, put on a 
ull head of steam and disappeared in the 
darkness. The Natilfa rapidly filed and sank. 
Happlly the crew had time to take to the 
boats, and there being no sea, succeeded in 
making a safe landing at Hastings. The facts 
in connection with this collision have been 
telegraphed to various ports where such a 
steamer asthe one which sank the Naifa 
would be likely to put into, in order that her 
identity may be discovered. The unknown 
steamer, ft is said, should be easily identified 
from the fact that her bows and cut water 
must be considerably damaged by the col- 
lision with the Danish steamer. 


THE SEA ISLAND SUFFERERS. 

BEAUFORT, &. C., Sept. 15.—The immediate 
suffering on the Sea Islands fromthe recent 
storms is being relieved. No serious sickness 
has been reported. The work of distribution 
seems to be well organized. The worst Is 
perhaps over. With the work of charity 
well systemized, and a generous response 
from the people of the United states, there 
is no for apprehension, but there 
must a supply of food. The Beaufort 
Committee has received $2,664.30. In addl- 
tion to this — of food and clothing 
have been received from every part of the 
country. 


THREE CHILDREN BURNED. 

RHEATOWRN, Tenn., Sept. 15.—Near Millers- 
ville Post-office the residence of Milton 
Myers, a wealthy farmer, was totally de- 
stroyed by fire last night and three children, 
aged 10,8 and 8 years, were burned. The 
rest of the family barely escaped with their 
lives. Mrs. Myers, with an infant 2 weeks 
old, jumped from a second-story window 
and is now in a precarious condition. The 
loss is estimated at $15,000. Cause of the fire 
unknown, 


INJURED BY A MOWER. 

OLATHE, Kan., Sept. 15.—Charles Weldon, 
a young and prosperous farmer residing ten 
miles east of Olathe, had a bad misfortune 
— — him this morning while engaged in 
cutting weeds witha mower. He accident- 
ally feli from his seat in front of the sickles 
and before he couid re gain his feet had his 
left foot nearly cut off, which uecessitated 
amputationatthe knee. His left arm and 
side were badly lacerated.

B. Penhorn Suspends Himself From a 
Girder of the New City Hall. 


HE WAS ALONE IN THE WORLD AND 
COULD NOT GET EMPLOYMENT. 


Louis From Nebraska 
About Four Weeks Ago-— Careful 
Preparations for Death — Policemrn 
Lett Has en Experience in Cutting 
Down the Body. 


He Came to t. 


The body ofa man supposed to be B. Pen- 
horn was found hanging from a girder on 
the Thirteenth street side of the new City 
Hall, early this morning. The case is un- 
doubtedly one of suicide, and is supposed to 
be due to despondency, caused by his fallure 
to secure employment. 

A. J. Richards, the engineer of the build- 
ing, discovered the body ashe was making 
the round of inspection about 6:30 o’clock. 
The spot chosen by the suicide was the bolier- 
room of the new building. From a hook at- 
tached to one of the iron girders he had sus- 
pendeda rope which, it is thought, he 
brought with him for the purpose. At 
the other end of the rope doe 
had made a noose by means 


ofa slip knot, which he placed around his 
neck with the knot under his left sar. A lad- 
der was standing near by and from oneof 
the highest rungs of this ne swungof into 
eternity. The body was about four feet from 
the ground, The suicide’s hands were 
hanging by his side and his face 
was but slightly distorted, showing that 
death ensued almost without a struggle. 
Before mounting the ladder he had taken off 
his coat and vest and collgr and tie, which 
were found neatly folded on a ledge a few 
feet away. 


REMOVED TO THE MORGUE. 
Richards at once sent one of his men over 
to the Four Courts to inform the 
police of his discovery. Officer 
Lett was sent to cut the body down 


and remove it to the Morgue. Life had ap- 
parently been extinct for several hours. 

W hen searched at the Morgue 50 cents, a pair 

of eye-glasses, a pocket-book and some pa- 

pers were found in deceased's clothing. The 

following memorandum written in pencil on 

asheet of paper told who he was and the 

cause of his action:

He had ad- 
vertised for work several times, but ha 
failed to secure any, and in consequence ha 
of late appeared very despondent. He never 
made any threats to take his own life, how- 
ever, and his action is@ great surprise to 
her. He was a man of apoat 60 years of age 
and was inclined to be very reserved, 


FELL WITH THE BODY. 

An amusing incident, a blending of comedy 
with tragedy, occurred when the body was 
cut down by the police. Officer James Lett 
stood under the body and supported it by the 
legs while the driver of the patrol wagon 
severed the rope. As the last strand was 
cat the extra weight and the uneven surface 
of the ground proved too much for the om 
cer’s equilibriom, and he fell to the ground, 
pulling the corpse over on topofhim. The 
shock he félt at coming in sach close contact 
with the clammy flesh can be better imagined 
than descriugd.

THE EXPOSITION. 


The Turtles in the Fish Tank—German 
Day Was a Pronounced Success—How 
Sousa Rewrote the Score to a Comic 
Opera—Seouring New Music—At the 


Big Building. 


To-night will be known as Shakespeare 
night and will also be the society night, ac- 
cording tothe now well-founded custom of 
St. Louis society generally. So that it is safe 
to say that all the beauty and gallantry of 
the city will be found in the building this 
evening, both to see each other and the ex- 
hibits and to hear the music of Sousa’s Band. 

The Art Galleries will most likely come in 
foralarge share of attention from the so- 
ciety people, as they find the galleries pleas- 
ant places to meet their friends and chat 
with them on matters of common interest. 
The musical programme forto-day is most 
novel and unique, At both concerts the pro- 
gramme is made up of selections of music to 
which Shakspeare’s plays and works have 


been set. 


Mr. Sousa has facilities for collecting music 
never equaled before. Volkstedt’s **Suesse 
Kuesse,’’ which he played here for the first 
time last night, was in his possession before 
the ink was bardly dry. It came out abroad 
m May, and in June Mr. Sousa played it at 
the World’s Fair in Chicago, properly ar- 
ranged for his band, and has since continued 
to make it as popular as only a fine inter- 
preter of such dainty compositions can do.

Mr. Sousa is one of the most rapid com- 
posers imaginable. Several years ago, when 
Francis Wilson rehearsed his new opera, 
„The Lion Tamer, it was found that it 
could not be produced at all without rewrit- 
ing and rearranxzing the score from start to 
finish. In his dilemma he sent for Mr. Sousa 
and Mad the case before him. Time was 
pressing and nota minute was to be lost. 
Mr. Sousa agreed to help him out, and in just 
twenty-two days accomplished the Hercu- 
lean task of rewriting and reconstructing the 
entire opera. 

A handsome time plece, engraved with bis 
name and that of the grateful donor, Mr. 
Wilson, ticks away in the leader’s watch 
pocket to remind him of thet feat. 


There is one character in the fisheries dis- 
play which causes considerable merriment.

BANKING SITUATION. 


Some Interesting Statistics Prepared by 
Mr. Eckels—Failures. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 15.—The OComp- 
troller of the Currency has prepared some 
rather interesting statistics relative to the 
suspension of national banks during the last 
nine months. It is shown that since No- 
vember last 153 national banks have sus- 
pended, Of this number 62, having been 
found by the Comptroller to be solvent, were 
permitted to resume business. Of the 62 
that have resumed 28, nearly half, have re- 
opened their doors to business since the 20th 
of August. Fifty-eight national banks which 
suspended still remain in tbe Rands of re- 
ceivers, 32are in charge of national bank 
examiners, and 1 is in process of liquidation. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TROUBLES. 

The Rockford (III.) Mantel and Furniture 
Co., the Rockford Union Furniture Co., and 
Rock River Planing Mill Co. assigned yester- 
day for the benefit of creditors. The capital 
stock of the Union was $125,000, the Royal, 
$100,000, and the Planing Mill company, 
$50,000. Hon. L. M. Noting and John Budiong 
also made assignments. ' 

G. S. Murray of Crocket, Tex.. was yester- 
day enjoined from continuing his general 
merchandising business. J. L. Shotwell was 
made receiver and the suit will be tried at 
the October term. 

The receivership of the Iron Hall will be 
brcught to the attention of Judge Winters of 
Indianapolis, who will be asked to take im- 
mediate action in turning over the funds of 
the order to members, asthe receivership is 
eating up the assets. 

The Moore & Smith Lumber Co., the King’s

Mill Co. failed yesterday for more than $600,- 
000. The property assets $2,000,000 and em- 
braces 47,000 acres of timber, land, mills, a

Figures Showing the Condition of the 
St. Louis Public Schools. 


SOME ROOMS HAVE ALMOST TWICE THE 
NUMBER THEY WERE DESIGNED FOR. 


Principals Submit Statements to Supt. 
Long—Schools Which Are in the Worst 
Condition — Additions Being Built 
Which - Will Afford Some Relief— 
Double Sessions Necessary. 


In compliance with a circular sent to the 
superintendents of the public schools by 
Supt. Long, a most interesting lot of figures 
have been returned showing how the 52,852 
children in the schools are distributed. It is 
found by an examination of the reports that 
some of the class-rooms are crowded to a de- 
cidedly unhealthy and certainly a very in- 
convenient point. The room capacity is asa 
rule for sixty pupils, and if more than this 
number are taken it is necessary to seat some 
double or get in extra furniture. With this 
condition existing some of the rooms run as 
bigh as seventy-five and eighty scholars, 
who are compelled to crowd in 
together, When they go higher than 
this the session is doubled up and the classes 
cut in two, one-balf coming in the morning 
and one class comingin theafternoon. The 
morning session lasts from 8:30 a. m. to 12:80 
p. m., while the afternoon one is from 12:30 
toé4o’clock. This arrangement necessitates, 
of course, a double set of teachers. In the 
schools where this extremely crowded con- 
dition exists, however, additions are being 
built to relieve the pressure and are ex- 
pected to be completed soon. 


OVERCROWDED SCHOOLS. 

The schools which are now too erowded 
for efficient work number seventeen in all, 
although many of them have only one or two 
rooms in the lower grades which are in such 
unpleasant conditions.

by United States Marshals, and often by 
the military itself. 

The inevitable consequence of such laws 
was well shown when whole State delega- 
tions were turned over to the dominant 
party to swell an already large majority. 
A party which thooses to exercise the 
power so conferred can perpetuate its hold 
on the Government indefinitely, and only 
a widespread political revolution can re- 
dress the wrong and restore a just balance. 

Such control was never contemplated by 
the men who framed the Constitution. 
Had they foreseen that it would ever be 
attempted they would probably have pro- 
vided definitely and unmistakably against 
it, for they did not lose sight for a moment 
of the principle of local self-government, 
to preserve which along with national ex- 
istence was their chief purpose.

Nothing is more natural than that the 
pitiful scenes presented on the border of 
the Cherokee Strip should arouse intense 
feelings of resentment against Secretary 
Hoke Smith and his subordinates in charge 
of the opening. The blame for the fact that 
men and womenare dying from heat, ex- 
haustion, hunger and thirst must be 
placed somewhere, and where does it rest 
more readily than on the shoulders of the 
officials who have control and supervision 
of the work? 

It is a rash and hasty conclusion induced 
by blind resentment which charges the 
Interior Department with one-half the 
woes of the wretched Cherokee boomers. 
If Secretary Smith and his co-workers are 
in anywise responsible for their sufferings 
it is due to minor errors of judgment

At the opening of the school year the 
authorities are bound to admit that the 
school equipment is utterly inadequate to 
the needs of the people. The school popu- 
lation has far outstripped the provision of 
buildings and teachers. The School 
Board has neither the means nor the time 
now to supply the deficiency, and the peo- 
ple of St. Louis are treated to the dis- 
graceful spectacle of children turned away 
from the doors of the’ public schools and a 
host of those who find places subjected to 
the detrimental effects of over-crowding 
which injures the health of the children and 
by overburdening teachers prevents the 
accomplishment of the best educational 
results.

There is no excuse for these disgraceful 
conditions. Ample provision bas been made 
for all the legitimate needs of the public 
school system. The increase of school 
population can be estimated and provided 
forin advance. The trouble is that ordi- 
nary intelligence and care have been lack- 
ing in school management and the re- 
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Ir is a pity that the contract for water- 
works piping should go We of the city, 
but the city authorities are in no wise re- 
sponsible for the fact. When outside com- 
petition om bids is necessary to save the 
city some $30,000 on a moderate contract, 
which a local concern was willing to gouge 
the city out of, the authorities are com- 
pelled to seek outside competition. And 
when an outside bid saves the city money 
the authorities are bound in good 
faith to accept it. All the advan- 
tages in competition are possessed by 
local concerns and if greed of profit leads 
them to let outside concerns overcome 
these advantages in their bids they must 
sufier the loss of the contracts. If the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly should permit the Harri- 
son & Howard Iron Co. to take the Water- 
works contract ata price higher than the 
lowest bid, reputable outside concerns 
would be warranted in refusing to bid on 
St. Louis contracts. The city would then 
be left to the mercy of local concerns, and 
what that means sometimes may be learned 
from comparing the first bid of the Harri- 
son & Howard company with its own bid 
under competition.

Wasurnerox, D. O., Sept. 15.—Senator 
Faulkner makes the following explanation in 
support of his amendment to the repeal bill: 
„„The amendment submitted Gy me is nota 
new idea in finance, but is based upon the 
successful working of the French system. 
France to-day, with a population of only half 
that of the United States, and much inferior 
to her in international commerce and busi- 
ness enterprise, maintains without difficulty 
and at a ratio of 18 to 1, $750,000,000 of sliver 
on a full parity with gold. 

„The limit of my amendment, including 
subsidiary silver and standard dollars, is 
$800,000,000. It provides, frst, for the cutn~ 
age of the bullion now in the Treasury, 
which, at its . coinage value, would 
amount to $174,000.00 at the rate 
of $3,000,000 per month, and authorizes 
the purchase at the market price of 
bullion (say 75 per ounce) of 1,600,000 ounces 
per month. This bullion ts not to be coined 
until after the bullion now in the Treasury is 
coined, unless, inthe opinion of the Secre- 
tary ofthe Treasury, the business demands 
of the country require it; in which case he is 
authorized to coin it either into quarters, 
halves or standard dollars. But, after all 
the bullion in the treasury is coined, the 
amendment provides tor the cothage of $3,- 
000,000 monthly of the silver purchased under 
the amendment, until the aggregate silver 
coinage, including subsialary coin and 
standard dollars shall aggregate $80,000,000. 

The amount of silver bullion that would 
be ultimately purchased under this amend- 
ment may be briefly shown: We have now 
419,832,000 standard dollars, and $77,009,000 of 
subsidiary coin, aggregating 3496, 332, 000, to 
which must be added the coinage value of 
the silver bullion now in the Treasury, 
amounting to $174,000,000, uggregating $670,- 
832,000, leaving 8130. 000, 000 less silver colnage 
than the requirementof the amendment, or 
the purchase of about. 100,000,000 ounces of 
silyer, which purchase would extend over a 
period of more tnan five years. The retire- 
ment of the silver certificates and Treasury 
notes issued in payment forthe bullion pur- 
chased under the act of July 14, 1890, and 
national bank notes under $10, would not only 
bring the entire silver colnage into active 
circulation, but would also bring into acitve 
circulation our $2.50 and $5 gold pieces. 


GEARY LAW AGITATION, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 15.—The action 
of the Sub-committee on Foreign Affairs last 
nigut. in refusing to accept F. Heary’s 
amendment providing for an absolute means 
of identi@cation dy photograph or other - 
wise, in order to prevent the use of 


the Chinese register tickets by others, has 
resulted in a decision on the part of the Pa- 
cific Coast members, led by Representative 
Geary and Senator White, to fight the bill 
tooth and nail. It appears that although 
this identification provision was deemed es- 
sential to the Everett Dill for an ext ns on 
of time of registration that the 
underlying and private reason for the deter- 
mination to fight the extension measure isa 
fear that the law will not be avain carried to 
the Supreme Court. This would reopen the 
whole question and might result in a de- 
cision by the Supreme Court that the Geary 
law was unconstitational.

CARE OF NAVAL VESSELS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 15.—In the light 
of the facts disclosed at the investigation as 
to who was to blame for the disgraceful con- 
dition of the cruiser Atlanta, Secretary Her- 
bert has issued to the navy stringent regula- 
tions for inspection of watertight compart- 
ment doors and other mechanical devices 
for the safety of vess is, The new rules 
direct the executive omcer and the senior en- 
gineer to make weekly inspections of all 
compartments, double bottom and mechan- 
ical devices for the management or safety of 
their vessels. Each shail make to the cap 
tain after every inspection separa 
reports of the condition of the parts of the 
vessel and of the mechanical devices for 
which they are e+ pecially responsible. 

The senior medical officer shall also once a 
week accompany theexecutive when that 
officer is inspecting the living spaces, holds 
and store rooms, and shail make to tue 
captain a report of the sanitary condit 
of the vessel. -All weekly inspections are to 
be entered onthe ship’slog. The etféct of 
the order willbe tofixthe Dinme for an 
lack of care of every part of the vessel a 
to hold each officer charged with the inspec- 
tion responsible for his portion. 


THE BIG NAVAL GUNS. 
WaSHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 15.—Rapid pro- 
gress is being made at the Washington gun 
foundry in the construction of the twelve 13- 
inch rifies for the four new battle ships now 
nearing completion.
